Clark.Reynolds held another "River City Diplomacy Tournament" in Sacramento 
on Oct. 10th and ilth, and a good time was had by all. Clark has held three tourn- 
.aments here in Sacramento, and, if we are real good, may hold a fourth. 

Came Saturday morning, and I was ready to go. I managed to find enough things 
to do to keep me from showing up for the tournament much more than two hours early. 
While I was waiting, I watched a wide range of gamers and games. "The Game Room", 
which Clark had rented for his con, came equiped with the odd Dungeons & Dragons 
universe in many manifestations, along with ;a small handful of Diplomats. I felt 
right at home* , ■ 

I was, getting as. nervous as a first marriage groom. This was my first tournament, 
I . felt a mixture of elation and impending doom. ; .Then, Dave Grabar strolled in. 
Talk about cool. I recognized him at once. Th^s man was a pro. Later r . ; Tim Winger 
and Jay Shufeldt both had the same awful effect on me. Talk about your psychological 
disadvantages. : 

Clark got final registration straightened out, took us quickly through the 
tournament ground rules* explained that seven 'Best Country 1 awards and prize money 
for first, second, and third places were our objectives, assigned us our boards 
and countries, and turned us loose. I think that the most notable thing about the 
way the tournament was run was that the scoring and the scoring system, were not 
revealed until after the tournament- was over. 

Right away, I knew I was in trouble. I was playing Austria. Need I go on? -. 
Tim Winger was Italy, Jay Shufeldt was Germany, Dave Grabar England, Mike Stevenson 
Russia, and-bpth France and Turkey were 'wild 1 . The biggest problem with the,, ., 
tournament' was that not enough people showed up -to play. r We had thirteen players, 
starting with twelve. : My board was two short, sight t ■ ... 

Naturally, I allied with Russia against Turkey, while ..Italy, Germany, and 
England attacked France. ,. They killed France before we killed Turkey. As a matter 
of factj Turkey outlasted my Russian ally. He and I could not write orders for 
Ttirkey, and we- wrote the only orders for France.. The other three took France apart 
despite out inept defense, and the wily Turk mangged to take Sev when I decided to 
abandon ship. I took a couple of Russian dots with me when I left. Dave Grabar 
■warned me then, when I explained . that I had never stabbed before, that it was, 

addictive. • ■ 

Russia turned on me, and quickly lost the rest of his dots to Dave and Jay. 
Tim joined me in resisting Dave and Jay's insistence on. taking all of our dots. too. 

The title of this piece is a Dave. Grabar quote. I can't remember when I ye 
had quite so much fun playing. Dave and Tim are both very personable and very 
funny and very good DIPLOMACY players* Dave is a^so very quotable. 

"Honest, that was an accident." 

"I didn't mean to do that." , 

"I didn't do that on purpose, I swear I didn'-U " 

"Oh God, I made another accident." ■ , , . : 

" All appropriately voiced with great sincerity just after Dave took someone 
else's dot. I think my favorite went something like, "I dida't stab you.^ Pause. 
"I really didn't stab you. ./That wasn't a stab. I've never lied, to you. That 
really wasn't a stab." Pause. "I didn't stab you." . . 

Despite adversity and hardship and a missed cut of a vita^. support, I eked 
out "Best Austria". I didn't win, Jay won the game in the final, season by stabbing 
Dave, and then looked good for best Germany. Was I mentioning, very. good; Diplomacy 

players earlier? ' n ' , , ' 

By the time the game was over, I was enthralled by Dave Grabar, and I was 

scared to death of Jay Shufeldt.

Lunch break. The hamburgers from next door were only twice the size that I 
expected. Then, the second round. Each round there were two tables. By the second 
round, we were up to our max of thirteen players. The other tabel got the wild 
country, and I drew Russia to Dave's Germany and Jay's Austria. Bob Buckles drew 
Italy, Kirk Poore Turkey, John Lloyd- France, and Mike Stevenson, my es-Russian 
ally, England. I felt even more impending doom. I talked first to Jay, who was 
still buying a hamburger, then to Turkey, about how really scary Jay and Dave were, 
then ditto Italy and France. Turkey and I were allied for the start of one season, 
but then it' fell through when I moved intbo the Black Sea. Honest, that was an 
"accident . . . ^ •■ - 

Jay and Fliad lots more luck against a live Turk than T 'd had .against the 
wild Turk in the first game. Early on, 1 Dave and Mike allied against France;, ' Dave 
promised me Sweden, if I wouldn't hassle England, and England took the Channel. 
Dave wanted Belgium, as did Mike. I suggested that France might be conned into ■ 
supporting England into Belgium as a start at a French-English alliance. Then- ; 
England would convoy into Brest, (France would naturally bounce him) .and Dave- would 
get Belgium and I would get Sweden. We told Mike the whole plan, except for maybe 
one or two small details, and he loved it. 

; "The ^ode / word is 'Machiavelli * If I say Machiavelli, that will . mean he's 
bought it Mike said, just^before heading off to a conversation w\th France. Dave 
and I agreed to ally, and neither believed either, but he didn't bounce me out of 
Sweden, just then. The two of us passed Sweden back and forth three full -cycles 
before the game was over* ' 

We returned' to' the table while 'Mike toLivFrance. about .a game of Machiavelli 
he'd been in. Orders in, and read. ■ I' slipped right' on intoSweden and put- an army 
into Rum. Dave took Den, Hoi, and Bel, while Mike took Nwy and Brest. 

A couple of years later, Turkey attempted to block an Austrian threat and 
moved out of two dots that I was moving into. Then ,he. failed to support his final 
dot,' and let me take it too. Fearing that Jay might be a bit paranoid about my 
sudden spurt in size, I abandoned Bui and Con. Fearing that Dave might be a, bit 
paranoid ab6ut;lots of Russian armies, I built a single F STP(nc). .. It worked* 

Jay turned his attention back to finishing off Italy, and Dave went back to 
jerking the English chain. For each. dot England toqk,, Dave or I • would relieve him 
of another. Then* Dave was right, stabbing did turn out to be addictive.. I took 
Con and Bui baCkfrom Jayj ;, and managed to swoop down on Bud and VieVtoo. 

Alas, r they turned on me". Dave told, me some very convincing lies, and if we 
hadn't 'run out of time, he would have gone for 18. As it was, he. got "Best Germany", 
and I got "Best Russia" for the same game. ... 

¥ hat night 1 , Clark, Dave^ Jeryy White (who joined;- us in the second round and 
took "Best England"), Mike, and I went out to Pizza, COSMIC ENCOUNTERS and DUNE. 
Dave took two out of three. We split the pizza. ^ 
' ■ After recovering my house keys, I offered Dave a bed. : He bought breakfast 
and we returned to the game room. Three games of straight: chess, with Grabar, and 
one variant -iat'^t, Mike- joined us to take Dave next, door to beat -him at pool.' 
Grabar had a "great weekend. ■ "i. ■ •<■ • 

Round three.- Mike (my ex-Russian, . ex-English ally) was France to .my Germany. 
Jay pulled Italy. Tim Winger, Turkey, Greg Russia, Vincent Austria, and England 
was wild. Mike and I allied immediately. He begged me to help "him {'jet best France. 
It was a virtuoso performance. i 

Vincent had been first out on two of three boards-, so far; He kept his. record 
intact, .with everyone's help. I managed to keep ;him afloat for twp ^ears,. to get 
favorable English orders, and ended up:, stabbing ■ him. That was the Way Vincent 
played DIPLOMACY . ' , ... • , V - ' 

France and I both fell afoul of . English territory. Tim and Jay.T?p.th wrote 
sortie .diabolical orders for' "England-.' .^-compounded their efforts., through some heavy
